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DETAILED ACTION 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims as 
currently written comprise a method step of selecting transgenic plants expressing 
hemoglobin based on increased oil or increased starch production, a previously 
unappreciated property of overexpressing hemoglobin. As a result, the claims are 
considered free of the prior art based on the failure of the prior art to teach or 
reasonably suggest methods of increasing starch or oil by overxpressing hemoglobin 
and selecting plants on the basis of increased oil content or increased starch content.
